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The applicant argues that the combination of Okano with Mauney fails to disclose a software enabled switch displayed on the screen. In 
particular, the applicant argues that the secondary reference Mauney's disclosure of a soft-key to enable/disable the mobile device is 
different from the claimed software enabled switch displayed on the screen. 

The examiner respectfully disagrees and draws the applicant's attention to the Mauney reference col. 13, line 34 - col. 6, line 5. Mauney 
teaches a method to display menu option comprising of symbols, icons etc. on the display screen that can be selected using the soft-key. 
Therefore the combination of the menu selection process with the soft-key reads on the limitation software enabled switch. 

Therefore the rejection of the claims 1-20 discussed in the office action mailed 11/2/05 is considered proper. 
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
